= He Cevennois are not fo much the 
Miracle of this Age, as ’tis.a 


Wonder to me the Accounts we 


have had of them fhould obtain fo much in 
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an Age, fo incredelous as this. 


I cannot think ’tis my Bufinefs to enter 
into a Debate of Original Right in fuch an 


undertaking as this; and to concern thefe 


Sheets with au Enquiry into the Juftice of 
their taking Arms, and the Reafonablenefs 
of their being Opprefs’d for Matters of 
Confcience. 

That the Chriftian Religion does no 
way juftify the oppreffion of the Confcience, 
we who call our {elves Proteftants general- 
ly grant; buc how far thofe Oppreffions 
juftify the Subjeét in defending themf{elves, 


_ is a point fo hotly debated, that in this Pa- 


per, wherein I carefully avoid the Strife of 
Parties, I fhall not enter into the Difpute. 
Beiides, as I have frequently Ingag’d in 
the Argument on other occafions, I think 
*tis needlefs to Examine a Cafe here, which 
ought to take up a whole Volume by it 
elf. 
} But there is a part of the Cafe of the 
Cevennois, which 1 fhall be drawn in to 
Speak of whether T will or no, by the ne- 
ceflary Confequence of the Story, and that 
is, to Examime whether ’cis Lawful to af- 
fift them. 


And as in this Cafe I am of Opinion both 
fides are fomething Miftaken I thall write 
with the more Caution, and,this Paper be- 
ing of neither Party, endeavour to ftate 
the Cafe between Whig and Tory, 

I confefs it feems fomething plain to me, 
that ifit be not Lawful for them to take 
Arms, it cannot be Lawtul for us to affift 
them; becaufe it cannot be juft to joyn in an 
unjuft A&tion: On the other hand, Ifit be 
Lawful for us co afift them, it muft be Law- 
ful for them to take Arms; becaufe what 
it is juft for one to abett, it muft be juft for 
the other to do. 

In this Cafe I fhatl not abfolutely Decide, 
till I have firft Examined the paft Ages of 
the World ; and fince Cuftom in fuch Cafes 
is a fair Precedent, let us {ee how it ftands 
in Hiftory; and in this Examination it fhall 
not be enough to find aPrecedent of oneNa- 
tion, or one Party, but what has been the 
General Praétice of all fides, and in parti- 
cular of that Nation, whom we are new 
Difcourting, 

Nor fhall. we go far back for Quotations, 
for the Later the Frecedents, the more to the 
purpofes 

Francis the firft (enta Powerful Army to 
the Affiftance of the Flemmings, in thciy 
Revolragainft Charles the Ai and juftifiec 
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Emperor’s Invective onthat Head. 
Lewis XI. Sent Affiftance by Sea to 
the Rebellious Sicilians, and Maintain’d 
them in their Revolt from the Crown o 
Spain still the Citizens of Meffina, oppre(s'd 
by cheir Auxiliar French Forces, clear’d 
themfelves by a fecret Maflacre at Ve/pers, 
known by the Name of the Sicilian 
Even- Song; afterwards in the like Cafe 
Lewis XIV. affifted the Siciliams in Re- 
bellion againft the Spaniards, and at 
Jaft Deferted them again, and left them to 
the Mercy of theic own Governours. 

Thie Prefent King of France alfo twice 
Encourag’d the Catalognians to Revolt 
from the Spaniards, took them into his Pub- 
lick Proteétion, and Defended them againft 
their Lawful Prince, with an Army. 

The Spaniards Publickly affifted the Ca- 
tholick League in France, which was a Ge- 
neral Infurrection and Defeétion of the P1- 
rifians and the Guifes, againft Henry the 
Third, their Lawful Prince, anda Zealous 
€atholick ; which Rebellion they carried 
to fuch a heighth of Contempt and Inde- 
cency, that no Age can Parallel. 

And tho’ the Particular Account of this 
Matter will, take up a large Place in this 
Hiftory, yet I cannot omit a fhort Abridg- 
ment here, becaufe it was done by a Ro- 
man Gatholick Nation. 

Henry the Third, having a long whiie 
born the Infolence of the Gaifes, and found 
they wou’d at laft be too hard for him, 
caus’d the Duke and Cardinal of Guife to 
be Affaffinated: Upon this the Citizens of 
Paris began the moft Furious Rebellion that 
ever that Kingdom felts call’d in- the Sps- 
niards, raisda- Tumult in the City, depos’d 
the King, declar’d he had forfeited his 
Crown, and that his Subjefts not only 
might,but ought to caft off theirObedience, 

Then they Voted, that they had there- 
fore Power to make Confederacies, rai(e- 
Soldiers, Levy Taxes, and difpofe the Pub- 
hick Revenues—This was not all, but giv- 
ing the loofe to their Fury, they fhew’d him 
alithe Marks of Infolence and.Contempt, 
that was poffible for Rebels and Mad-men ; 
They. broke down his Arms, revers’d his 
Statues, and rag’d againft all the Marks of 
Royalty, with {candaleus and intallerable 


Thundred againft their Prince, ftil’d h 
Henry de Valois, not King of France ; call 


under their Watis, and in all probability 
had feverely Chaftiled them the next day, 
they prevented it by Affaffination, and 
Murthered him by the hands of Facques 
Clement,.a Jacobin Fryer, whe izab’d him 
in the belly with a Dagger. Davilz’s Hift. 
Civ. War of Fraice, fole 379- 
To this Aggravated Rebeilion,. the Spa- 


nizrds gave Publick Affiftance; the Pope — 


fent a Catholick Army to their help; the 
Duke of Parma rais’d the Siege of Paris 


with a Powerful. Army of Spaniards ; and. 
at another time the Siege of Roa, and a~ 


Brigade of Spanifh Infantry was left for 


the Defence of the League, and thisatthe - 


fame time that the Spaniards were ina ftrié&t. 
Alliance with the King and Kingdom. 


Our own Hiftories confirm the Praétice 
. of affifting the Proteftants of Neighbouring 


Countries, tho’ in Arms againtt their own 
Governours. Queen Elizabeth did thus 
by the Admiral Coligni, when, in the 
firft Augowot War, he took up Arms 
againft Charles the Ninth; the like She did 
by the King of Navarre, as well before he 
was King of France, as afterward. 

The like her Majefty did afterwards by 
the Dutch, in their Revolt from the Spini- 
ards, ee them Publickly into her Pyo- 
tection, and fending them the Earl of Leja 
cefter, under the Title of Governour. 


The King of Frene did the fame, and 


the Duke d@ Anjou Entred with a Great 
Army to affift them againft their Sovereign, 
the King of Spain. 


King Charies I. in the fame manner af. 


fitted the Rocbellers, who on the very fame: 
foot with the Cevenmois, took up Arms a- 
gainft their Prince, and'three Expeditions 
were made for that purpofe. 


Thus far Hiftory proves it has been the. 


General Cuftom of Europe to affift the Male- 
contents of our Neighbours; yet I will not 
fay from thence, that tis always juft, and 
at beft it ems to me to be a very Indif- 

ferent

From what other Pretence is the Do- 
rine of Reprifals to be juftified, that be- 
caufe A—». bs me at Sea, and takes my 


Ship, therefore Til fic ouc a Privateer, 


and go rob B—, who nerer injured me: 
That becaufe the Kings fall out,the Subjeéts 
muft turn Uhieves 3 and while the Princes 
with Armies and Fleets fight for Honour, 
Private Men fhall make War with one 
another, and Plunder the Goods of the In- 
necent Merchant. 
_ This is made Lawful from the Iniquity 
of the Times, and the Cuftom of War, by 
which it feems Juftifiable by all poffible 
Methods to annoy the Enemy ; and what- 
ever may be faidin Times of Peace, I ne- 
ver read of any Man that cou’é Argue a- 
gain{t it in Times of War. 

I fhall enter no farther into this Debate.
